Great Britain Still Delays Action Rela/ 


tive to Withholding Foodstuffs 


to Germany.—New Sea

^London, Feb. 26.—The proposals of 
Washington to Great Britain and Ger- 
many, which are In London assumed 
to embrace the abandonment of Ger- 
many's self-declared war zone, and 
the adoption by the belligerents of 
some definite policy regarding food- 
stuffs for the 
civilian 
populations 
have noticeably quickened the public 
interest,' both in this country and in 
Germany, In this delicate diplomatic 
situation. 
The British press 'in general is re- 
strained in tone, but 
the 
average 
Englishman plainly resents what he 
considers a hint at an attempt to in- 
terfere with the absolute blockade of 
Germany should Great Britain care to 
enforce this with her sea power. 


Withhold Contraband Order. 
In the meantime and in spite of the 
sinking of four 
more 
British mer- 
chantmen, involving the loss of four 
lives, Great Britain still 
holds off 


from declaring food destined to Ger- 
many to be contraband. 
It is be- 
lieved if this step is taken that it will 
be postponed until the American pro- 
posal has been discussed at length 
Just what this proposal is the pub- 
lic both here and in Berlin is unaware. 
Its only information has been gleaned 
from the meager and 
qualified dis- 
patches 
from 
Washington. 
There 
would seem to be no-ck-ubt, however 
that Great Britain will 'reserve the 
right to declare food contraband at

How to Fill German Placet In Main, 


Argument Advanced by. Liberal- 


ly-Inclined Persons Against 


Ousting Teutons.

Petrograd. Feb. 25.—The 
proposal 
to oust the German population from 
Russia still hangs flre. Recommenda- 
tions 
made 
rbefore 
the 
Imperial 
Council and several commissions and 
sub-commissions appointed by the. 
government have .included; the gov- 
ernment 
purchases 
of 
all landed 
property owned by Russian citizens 
of German 
nationality and the ex- 
pulsion of these- subjects from .Rus- 
sia. 
But owing to the difficulty-of 
replacing the Germans, who occupy 
an important position in Russia's in- 
dustrial scheme, the German problem 
still lies before' the commissions -with 
little probability of immediate solu- 
tion. 
The liberally-inclined members' be- 
lieve that while the Germans should 
not continue to enjoy the special 
privileges which have favored Ger- 
man industry in Russia in the past, 
they should not, on the other hand, 
be thiTS summarily deprived of their 
rights in Russia, so long as they are 
Russian citizens. 
The Pan-Slavists 
and the extreme members of the Na- 
tionalist party favor the immediate 
expulsion of Germans at all costs. 


AM a practical measure, the whole 
question hinges upon the availability 
of other candidates to fill the posi- 
tions ' now occupied by Germans. 
This German population does not 
exceed three per cent of the entire 
population, but it occupies a conspicu- 
ous 
place 
in 
the 
administrative 
activity of .Russia, both of a private 
and a governmental nature. 
The 
majority of bank and insurance com- 
pany directors, property owners and 
managers, are Germans; the same is 
true o£ university professors, lawyers, 
doctors, chief foresters, 
exporters, 
importers, 
civil 
engineers, printers 
and foremen in factories. 
Before the 
beginning of the war, Russia viewed 
this 
condition of things with com- 
placency, realizing that German mo- 
tive power was 
indispensable in a 
country not yet trained to develop its 
own resources to their highest effi- 
ciency. The problem therefore, which 
Russia has faced since the beginning 
of the war is a complicated one, for 
which no practical solution has yet 
been suggested. Works that prepared

directed by Germans. 
And most of

Madison, Wis., Feb. 25.—The re- 
commendations ot Commissioner of 
Insurance Herman L. Ekern to make 
the city of Milwaukee practically fire 
and conflagration proof will be con- 
sidered by the Merchants' and Manu- 
facturers' association at a meeting to 
be held at Milwaukee Saturday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 
It is proposed to have a joint In- 
vestigation of the subject made by a 
committee of the Milwaukee council 
and a committee of the state legisla- 
ture.

Su- 
perintendent of Streets P. .J .Good- 
man declared this morning that the 
property owners fully 
realize -the 


benefit of the oil and 
petitions 
are 
expected this 
spring 
to oil streets 
where objections have, been raised In 
the past and no oil applied. City offi- 
cials expect to treat several of the 
paved streets with Tarvla, a tar prep- 
aration that binds the pavements in 
much the same manner as does the 
asphalt on 
the 
asphalt 
macadam 
streets and roads. The Tarvia treat- 
ment will probably be used oh some 
of the new macadam pavements and 
would add to the life of the asphalt 
macadam streets laid within the last 
two years. 


No agreement has been reached by 
the city on the material to be used in 
repairing Milton avenue, but the sen- 
timent is for a macadam street with 
a treatment of Tarvia or heavy road 
oil, making It practically, the same as 
an asphalted pavement. The original 
plans of bricking the avenue to the 
city limits has *een put aside as the 
sewers and drains have not been laid 
on the street, nor is there any im- 
mediate necessity .for them.

Three years later 
a baby boy arrived and he, too, had 
been denied the gift of sight.

who in the course of his address paid 
tribute at Gary, Indiana, in so far as 
schools go. 
"As I see it," he said, J'the Gary 
plan provides excellent foundation in 
practical experience of a kind now 
popular miscalled 'pre-vocation' edu- 
cation. The Gary plan can readily be 
made to include vocational education, 
and if adopted in the progressive cit- 
ies having different conditions would 
probably do so." 
Prof. Taft said: 
"The cause of free 
public educa- 
tion is more sacred and of more fund- 
amental importance than almost an> 
other before our people. It is one 
that awakens the profound interest 
of the people and commands the 
greatest and most willing self-sacri- 
fice by the 
taxpaying public. The 
consequence of this fervor is that 
our school systems are not as much 
scrutinized as they should be. Indeed 
it is now difficult for the public of a 
community to learn the facts as to 
the thoroughness of 
the discipline 
arid of the knowledge imparted in 
their schools or of economy in 
the 
expe.Edlture of their 
funds devoted 
to '-education. Parents are themselves 
not qualified to pass upon the result 
of a public school system in a town, 
county, or district in such a way as 
to make their opinion the best crit- 
erion. Hence there is a great oppor- 
tunity for-fustian and shoddy in the 
product concealed under a cloak cf 
pretentious curriculum and 
growing 
annual reports. 


A National University. 
What we need In the country is 
an 
opportunity for 
stanardizatipn 
and comparison of school systems in 
the 
different states and 
different 
cities. This. I think we might have 
by establishing what Washington rec- 
ommended—a national university in 
Washington. 
"The bureau of education might 
well be enlarged into a university 
which should not be a teaching uni- 
versity but one with a- corns of ex- 
perts who could offer to the people

The same 
university should hold periodical ex- 
aminations in convenient parts of 
the-country which any person might 
upon a payment of a small fee take 
and if successful receive a certificate 
equivalent to a degree In certain es- 
tablished courses. 


„ ... Secure -Standardization. 
All this would be voluntary; but 


»r the system 
were impartial, thor- 
ough, and -wisely severe as it should 
be the value of the reports and the 
value of the certificates would 
be- 
come great. They would' assure the 
people of a community that ' they 
were getting their 
money's worth 
from a school system 
officially 
ap- 
proved by such a university; and by 
assuring them that the graduates of 
their schools could obtain degrees 
from such examinations. Thus we 
should soon have a 
standardization 
of our school systems of the highest 
value. 
"The pressure of the tax payers 
upon their particular school • authori- 
ties, to apply for an examination and 
report, would be so great that it 
would soon become equivalent to a 
compulsory system. It would stimu- 
late school authorities to earnest 
work. It would eliminate 
shoddy, 
pretence, and show; would minimize 
exploiting 
and 
publicity 
methods; 
and would give a proof of excellence 
and comparative high 
standing ttat 
would be incontestibte. I tried to 
secure larger appropriations in my 
administration for the bureau of edu- 
cation with a view of beginning the 
system in a small way'but was un- 
successful."

It Is the least re- 
garded by the people of the -west, 
and, yet, operations there may result 
in a permanent reorganization of Eu- 
ropean affairs. 
Half-possession . has 
just served to whet the desires of each 
of the two empires 
for full .posses- 
sion and the Ottoman and the Musco- 
vite have long frowned at 
on-e an- 
other over the waters of this inland 
sea."Enclosed on the 'north 
by 
the 
southern coast of Russia, on the east 
by -Russian Caucasia, on the 
south 


a'nd west by Turkey. in 
Asia 
and 
Turkey in -Europe, and on the north- 
west by Bulgaria and Roumania, the 
Black Sea is In every respect an ori- 
ental waterbody. 
Physically, it is a 
boundary between the east and the 
west; in reality, the life which sur- 
rounds it' is- strongly related to the 
east and as strongly foreign to the 
west.

London, Feb. 25.—The crew of the 
olltanker Carpathian have just won a 
victory at law against the owners of 
the vessel who tried to escape the 
payment of a bonus promised by the' 
captain for running the guantlet of 
German cruisers in the Atlantic. 
The Carpathian was caught in a 
Texan port at the outbreak of the 
warx Her crew of seven men refused 
to sail unless paid risk money The. 
captain agreed to give them a bonus 
of $60 each 
in 
addition to 
their 
wages. 
Rumors of German cruisers 
destroying 
commerce 
were 
then 
numerous. But the men accepted the 
risk and the vessel sailed for Rotter- 
dam with a cargo of oil. 


Although the ship was loaded with 
a dangerous cargo, which could he 
set afire by a shell, the crew agreed 
in view of the bonus, to stick to the 
captain 
through thick and thin, as 
they testified in court. The journej 
was safely made, and at its end the 
skipper offered the men |5 each in 
stead of $60. 
Thereupon the crew 
brought suit. 


In court, tiie owners, the Petroleum 
Steamship Company, did not deny the 
allegations of the men and fell back 
on the technical defense that under 
the merchant shipping act a seaman 
is not entitled to wages further than 
those 
stipulated in the articles he 
has signed.

peasants, even in normal times, do 
not eat meat except on feast" days.

Izc the Red Cross work at NiSa and 
it v.-as on her advice that the Ameri- 
can Red Cross Mission was placed at 
Belgrade. All this work and the fact 
that she has gone to America to seek 
additional aid to relieve the suffering 
of Serbia, has . made her name .ana 
that of America doctors and nurses 
beloved by the whole' Serbian. people- 
There are several other American 
women married to Serbians—one to 
a member of the Royal family, an- 
other to a Serbian Minister in Earls 
—and this is cited as a reason for the 
Vnited States doing for Serbia wnat 
she is doing for Belgium. 


Although this city, until 1870 the 


capital of Serbia, is at present the 
headquarters of the army, .there' is 
not much that a foreigner can see 
except life in theN streets and cafes. 
Cabinet meetings are held in strict- 
est secrecy as are all the delibera- 
tions of the 
chiefs of the .army. 


There is a great magazine' and arms 
factory here, in fact, the only one in 
the Balkans, and thousands of men 
are working night and day to keep 
Uie army fully equipped. 
Soldiers are constantly marching 
ami counter-marching in the streets. 
!n their idle moments they sit in the 
cafes, drinking Turkish coffee or the 
:i;ild beer of the country and discuss 
Hie future plans of the army or the 
scenes of the last battle'. • 


Mishitch is Hero. 
General 
Mishitcb., commander o£ 


the first army, who has b£en raised 


1 fco the rank of Field Marshal, is the 
k tfiero of the day. He is a fine, sol- 
t OEllerly figure. Described as a man of 
M •• w words, but with wonderful mili- 
p- iry taiowledge. General Mishitch is 
."^yVeteran of all the wars that Serbia 
nas fought for the last fifty years. 
He was second in command of the 
staff during the two Balkan wars. 
He' knows- every inch of ground over 
which his troops have to fight and -he 
has been often under fire on his trips 
from point to point in his automobile 
or on horseback. 


Field Marshal Putnik, commander- 
in-chJef, who it will be remembsred 
was arrested in Austria while on his 
way home from that country at the 
outbreak of the war. is in poor 
i-ealth, due to rude treatment he re- 
ceived from the Austrians at the time 
of ' his_ detention some say, but it
